REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
prior art teaches the hydroxy alkylation of carboxylic acids using carbonates and phase 
transfer catalysts, the closest prior art as cited does not teach this reaction with 
polymers and specifically not with the functional polymers as required in the claims. One 
of ordinary skill in the art would be unable to reliably predict the effectiveness of the 
claimed reactants in treating the claimed polymers with any reasonable expectation of 
success. The possibilities of problems caused by polymer geometry as well as the 
possibility of conflicting reactivities from the functional groups of the specific polymers 
claimed renders the claimed process both novel and unobvious over the closest prior art 
as cited.
